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To Miss Mary Morison’s never failing interest in our library 
—who pays the annual fee of five dollars—this library enjoys 
the advantages gained by belonging to the American Library 
Association. For one thing the Association has a large pub- 
lishing fund donated by Andrew Carnegie and aims to supply 
its membership with many helpful aids to library work. 

Occasionally some one says “there is no catalogue so I can- 
not find the new books.” ‘There are in fact four separate cata- 
logues, the main card catalogue which is arranged in dictionary 
form and includes author, title, and subject, a title list of fic- 
tion arranged alphabetically on cards for adults, a similar list 
for boys and girls under fourteen including both fiction and 
non-fiction, and a printed bulletin of the latest bought books 
which anyone may have for the asking. ‘Those who have a 
complete file of bulletins will have twenty-three, from April, 
-1g02, to January, 1908. ‘They contain classified lists of all 
the books added during that time, about three thousand four 
hundred and fifty, many of them with a brief annotation de- 
scribing the book. Also the new books are kept in the reading 
room a sufficient length of time for all to have a chance to look 
them over. 

If one is not used to selecting books from a card catalogue 
a little assistance is at first necessary. Do not hesitate to ask 
the librarian for it, it is one of the things she is there for. 
Learn to use the magazine indexes; if you have an essay to 
write for school or club the magazines are likely to give you 
available material of more recent date than that found in books. 
To be sure it happens an exasperating number of times that 
the very article that would be the most useful is in a magazine 
not on the library list. That is an unavoidable state of things 
in any small library, which must necessarily have a limited 
magazine list. ' 

How many of our people know that we have the largest col- 
lection of non-fiction books of any library in the state outside 
the cities? and that there is no limit to the number of volumes 
that may be taken out at any one time by any person provided 
it does not interfere with the needs of another person, interest- 
ing and up-todate books most of them. It is not often we 
need to borrow, but if we do our own state library and some 
other large libraries will lend their books with no expense to 
the borrower aside from mail or express charges. Fiction is 
limited to one book for each card holder, and some—not all— 
of the new novels have a seven days’ limit for a few weeks. 

The library committee think that it is hardly worth while to 
buy duplicates of the new novels, very few prove to be of per- 
manent value, and have only a short reign of popularity. After 
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a very short time they stand on the shelves taking the room 
and the money needed for better books. Yet every one who 
patronizes the library very much wishes that the new novels 
shall be bought and all want to immediately read them. It is 
in order that as many people as possible in a given time may 
have a chance to do so that the seven days’ notice is used. It 
is removed as soon as the lessening demand justifies it. 

In November, 1907, owing to an epidemic of diphtheria, the 
Board of Health requested that the library be closed. Accord- 
ingly from November 9 to November 20, inclusive, the reading 
room was closed to visitors and no books were given out. The 
circulating department was kept open the usual hours to re- 
ceive the books already out and the time taken by the librarian 
in making the usual annual inventory. We were so fortunate 
as not to have books in an infected house so none had to be 
destroyed. With one exception this is the first time since we 
have been in the new library building that any session has 
passed without books being given out and readers patronizing 
the reading room. ‘‘New” library is hardly applicable any 
longer for it will be fifteen years in April since the books were 
moved into the present library building, and no pupil now in 
our public schools can have any recollection: of the time when 
the library was housed elsewhere. 

We are sorry to find that some of the books and magazines 
are being mutilated by pencil marks and cutting. The character 
of the books as well as the mutilations show evidence of being 
the work of adults, not children. We insist that school chil- 
dren of all ages shall refrain from misusing the books, endeav- 
oring to infuse them with a thrifty regard for the property of 
the town. May we not have the co-operation of parents and 
guardians in this endeavor? Example counts for something. 

There are four books unaccounted for: The Man from 
America, by Mrs, De la Pasture; Hearts and Creeds, by A. C. 
Ray ; Gordon Keith, by T. N. Page; and The Toymakers, by 
-C. F. Pidgin. We hope this notice will be sufficient to insure 
their return to the library.

her Omir THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We herewith present the report of Superintendent of Schools 
with its accompanying reports of the Principal of the High 
School and Supervisor of Music. 

We congratulate the people of Peterboro upon being so for- 
tunate as to have in their service men of such ability in their 
several departments, and we ask a careful attention to their 
several suggestions. 

The matter of a Superintendency of Schools, which was con- 
fessedly an experiment a year ago, has, in our opinion, already 
justified itself; although it goes without saying that the full 
benefits of the system cannot as yet be seen. We will only 
take space to call particular attention to three of the improve- 
ments suggested and in part accomplished. The closer super- 
vision of the books and the simplifying of the supplementary 
courses in reading will undoubtedly tend both to economy and 
efficiency. The plan by which the Superintendent has placed 
the five primary grades under two trained teachers with a third 
teacher as an assistant to the more backward pupils has proven 
to be a great improvement. The wide acquaintance of the 
Superintendent among teachers and educators will be likely to 
give the best results in the selection of teachers. This has al- 
ready been forcibly illustrated by the fact that we obtained the 
services of our present incomparable Supervisor of Music 
through the advice of our Superintendent. 

Judging from the past loyal.and enthusiastic support of our 
schools by the people of Peterboro, we can confidently trust 
them, while appreciating the present exceilence of our schools, 
to take no backward step but to favor all agencies tending to 
raise them to a still higher standard.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS.

MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD :— 

I herewith submit my first report as Superintendent of Schools. 
The work to date has of necessity been along the lines of help 
to teachers and a general improvement in efficiency of the 
schools rather than in an attempt to introduce any special 
features which, while of value in themselves, yet interrupt the 
general progress, if not begun under proper conditions. 

The immediate duty that confronted me was to visit schools 

and to make suggestions to teachers and to yourselves as the 
needs presented themselves. This general visiting and help at 
regular intervals is one of the most important features of the 
Superintendent’s work, but at the same time the least con- 
spicuous. I will simply say that practically all the time al- 
lowed me for this town has been devoted during school hours 
to this work. 
_ The teachers’ meetings have been continued and matters per- 
taining directly to the work of the schools have been discussed 
either by the Superintendent or by teachers to whom the sub- 
ject had been assigned for that particular meeting. 

In order to acquaint myself more thoroughly with the work 
being done, I have had monthly reports submitted by each 
teacher covering in detail the work she has accomplished. That 
I might know the proportion of time given to each subject and 
thereby remedy any unsatisfactory schedule, printed blanks 
have been furnished the teachers. ‘Two of these are made out, 
one for the class-room and one for the use of the Superin- 
tendent. ; 

The question of attendance arose early in the year. Al- 
though no prosecutions have been necessary, many cases have 
been looked after by the Superintendent personally or through 
the truant officer, and a better attendance on the part of the 
offending parties has been secured. Excuse blanks containing 
the State law as to attendance have been supplied the teachers, 
and for each absence-or tardiness a reason must be given by 
the parent over his or her signature. This not only reminds 
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negligent parents of their duty and responsibility under the 
law, but makes that contract between teacher and parent which 
precludes absence of the pupil without the parent’s knowledge. 
These blanks are kept on file for inspection by the Super- 
intendent. 


The schools of Peterboro have had a systematic course of 
study to follow, and this has increased their efficiency very 
greatly over the ordinary haphazard methods of many schools. 
This course of study now needs revising in the light of present 
conditions, and especially in order to give more reading matter 
throughout the grades. 


There is need at present also of a systematic use of text- 
books, especially in supplementary reading, so that the Super- 
intendent can intelligently supply these books to the various 
schools and thus economize in the number kept on hand and 
secure the careful grading necessary. In order to secure these 
ends and to have the best business method in ordering supplies, 
I have had a list of all our books made and the conditions of 
the same noted. I shall attempt to arrange for the next year’s 
work a list of text-books to be used and then from the in- 
ventory on hand can recommend just what books and how many 
are needed. I believe that we can save by this method a con- 
siderable fraction of the amount spent per pupil as shown in 
the text-book and supplies account of last year’s report. Or, 
if it seems necessary to spend the usual amount, its efficiency 
would be correspondingly increased. 


Since the beginning of the present school year the first 
grade has been changed from the small room to the 
room with the second grade. Under this arrangement the 
pupils of the first five grades are under the oversight of three 
teachers. Two of these are trained and experienced teachers, 
while the third acts as general assistant. The advantages thus 
gained are several. All the more important subjects are taught 
by the trained teachers, while many of the slower pupils re- 
ceive special help. We are thus giving better training to all 
and special training to those who need it. 


The work in singing was interrupted early in the year by the 
resignation of Miss Wallace, whose work in the schools is de- 
serving of our special appreciation. Albert E. Brown, Super- 
visor of Music at Winchendon, was secured to go on with the 
work Mr. Brown’s special training and teaching power has 
fully justified his appointment. 

In regard to our school buildings much that is favorable can 
be said. With the exception of the Valley schoolhouse they 
are well located. The grounds about this building are too wet 
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to be healthful. The other general need in these smaller build- 
ings is a simple system of ventilation that is quite effective and 
at the same time inexpensive. I have in mind two methods, 
either of which will prevent drafts on the children and at the 
same time prevent much of the illness that arises from poor air 
and drafts. | Any carpenter can fit some boards to place under 
the windows and thus secure a circulation of air between the 
sashes. Another method which also helps to evenly dis- 
tribute the heat is to place a sheathing of sheet iron around the 
stove and at some distance from it. Fresh air can then be let 
in under the stove and will circulate through the room. I do 
not need to go into the details further at this time. 


Our village building is a credit to the town. It is well lighted 
and the heating and ventilation is especially good. The 
large window space necessary in our modern school buildings 
makes the question of heating an expensive one; for the 
amount of heat radiated through the large glass surface is very 
noticeable. I therefore suggest and urge upon your attention 
that, if it is economy to use double windows and storm porches 
upon our homes which have usually no ventilating system and 
never anything but a small proportion of the window surface that 
our school rooms have, it will be just as much economy to use 
these on our school building. 


There is need that the Principal should have a room to be 
used as an office. This would add much to his efficiency and 
help unify the work of the whole building. Such a room could 
also be used for supply room and in general serve for head- 
quarters. The distribution and care of supplies could be car- 
ried on much more efficiently and scpnomically, could such a 
place be provided. 


I find that the seats in the lower grade are somewhat low for 
the convenience of the pupils. I need not remind you of the 
danger to the health of the younger children or the restlessness 
that is caused by this. The present seats could be set upon 
strips nailed to the floor sufficiently to overcome this fault. 

In other equipments I find the school well provided and the 
science apparatus especially good. 


The teachers throughout the town are efficient, industrious, 
and loyal to the schools. Their willingness to co-operate with 
me deserves my special acknowledgment. 


Permit me, also, to thank the School Board for its policy 
toward my work. A close oversight has been maintained, and 
it has been necessary for the Superintendent to satisfy the judg- 
ment of the members of the Board before securing their ap- 
proval for his measures. This isas it should be. At the same 
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time I have been honored with your confidence and given free- 
dom from unnecessary interference. I assure you that this 
policy is such as is approved by educators generally as best 
adapted to secure right results in the schools. 

There were 397 pupils enrolled during the Fall term with an 
average membership of 357.8 and an average attendance of 
323.9. The percentage of attendance was 90.5. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the people of 
the community for their courtesy to myself and their generous 
support of the schools. 

I pass you herewith reports of the High School Principal

REPORT OF THE .PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS :— 


I herewith submit to you my report as Principal of Peter- 
boro High School : 

In my opinion our High School is in a prosperous condition 
and is doing a very useful and efficient work in the commu- 
nity. Several years ago it secured a place in the list of ap- 
proved schools in the State, which position it has since main- 
tained by the excellence of its courses and the character of its 
work. Non-resident pupils have been eager to avail themselves 
of the educational advantages we have to offer, and the school 
has drawn to itself an ever-increasing number of students each 
year from surrounding towns, while the great majority of our 
own ninth grade pupils enter. The total enrollment has in- 
creased nearly 75 per cent. within four years. ‘The number of 
pupils now enrolled is about sixty more than the seating Ca- 
pacity of our school room will accommodate. Thus the school 
has already outgrown its clothes, so to speak, and if it con- 
tinues to grow as steadily in future as it has in the past few 
years, adequate accommodations will have to be provided. 

The fact that the High School has grown so steadily is con- 
vincing proof of its efficiency. 

Another very encouraging fact is that the disposition on the 
part of our graduates to enter some higher institution of learn- 
ing is becoming stronger. Five out of last year’s graduating 
class entered college, or other higher schools, this year, and sev- 
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eral of the present senior class have expressed their intention 
of pursuing a collegiate or technical course. 

I am gratified that our townspeople are so liberally disposed 
towards their schools. Everything within reason has been pro- 
vided for the welfare of the pupils and the building equipped 
with the very best materials for their work. The citizens and 
the School Board are certainly doing their full duty by the 
schools, and I feel sure that our pupils are fully conscious of 
this fact and are, in the main, working faithfully to show that 
they appreciate it by becoming better young citizens through 
their excellent educational advantages. 

A. debating society has been formed in the school and is 
proving to be of great benefit to the students. 

A school paper, published monthly, also affords them excel- 
lent training in its way. 

It gives me much pleasure to report that, on the whole, the 
spirit of the school, as manifested in the character of the work 
done, is most excellent. 

The relations between pupils and teachers and between teach- 
ers and school officials are cordial and pleasant, and under such 
favorable conditions good work is sure to be done and is being 
done. Unless unforeseen complications arise, I see only pros- 
perity in sight for the High School for a long period of time. 

I wish to express to the citizens of Peterboro and to the 
school officials my grateful appreciation of the constant and 
unfailing kindness and courtesy with which they have greeted 
me and supported me in my work. It has made my daily rou- 
tine a pleasure, indeed.

SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. FRANK C, JOHNSON, SUPERINTENDENT, DEAR SIR :— 


The report of your Supervisor of Music is not so much a re- 
port of work accomplished, having been in the schools of Peter- 
boro but a short time, but rather a general statement of what 
school music is and a word in regard to the Weaver method of 
instruction in music. 

Of music courses for public schools which are based upon 
educational principles and systematically graded there are few. 
Of so called systems there are many. So a word in regard to 
the aims and courses of study will not be amiss at this time. 

The work in music is graded and is presented in a way cal- 
culated to secure the greatest possible results. The pupils are 
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interested in the subject and through the child’s interest the 
Supervisor may accomplish his cherished ends, as interest stimu- 
lates attention, rouses perception and fixes that concentration 
of the mind which is essential to the getting of all knowledge. 

As a factor in education music may be regarded as a science 
as well as an art. 

The science of music pertains to the characters and signs, 
the mastery of. which makes it possible to translate the lan- 
guage of music at sight. 

The art of music is that which has to do with musical expe- 
rience and the culture and power gained thereby. 

The study of the science of music develops individual inde- 
pendence, self-control, concentration, and mental and physical 
alertness. 

The study of the art of music arouses the emotional nature 
and creates a new power of expression through the perform- 
ance and memorizing of good music. 


It creates a love for good music, through the acquaintance 
with the best of musical literature and the study of the lives 
of the great masters. 

It develops the zsthetic sense through the study of the 
beauties of good tone, melody, rhythm, and form. 

In this way music becomes a medium for the expression of 
emotion, exerts to the greatest degree its cultivating influence 
upon life and character, contributes its full share to life’s hap- 
piness by its appeal to the artistic and zsthetic nature and pro- 
motes the ethical aims of education. 

The course of study as planned for each grade is as follows : 


GRADE I, 


The major scale with syllables and numbers. Staff reading 
of the eight scale tones. The first principle in time, represent- 
ed by half, quarter, dotted -half and whole notes. Rote songs. 
The following names with the representation—Line, space, 
staff, G cleft, bar, double bar and measure. Individual singing. 


GRADE 2. 


Staff reading of more difficult melodies. The second prin- 
ciple in time represented by two eighth notes. Rote songs. 
Pitch, names of lines and spaces. Individual singing and writ- 
ten work. 

GRADE 3. 


Difficult melody. Last term finding “Do” from any signa- 
ture. The third principle in time represented by dotted quar- 
ter and eighth notes. Rote songs. Individual singing and 
written work. | 
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GRADE 4. 


Names of all the keys. Chromatic tones, in progression 
down a half step and back, using a sharp, double sharp, or can- 
cel for the representation. In time, thorough review. Quarter, 
half, dotted half and whole rests. The meaning of simple 
terms of expression and tempo in connection with songs sung 
with words. Two part singing. Individual and written work. 


GRADE 5. 


Chromatic tones represented by a flat, double flat or cancel 
(natural) in progression, up a half step and back. Theory of 
common time. Arithmetic applied in music. Interpretation 
of songs and the meaning of terms of expression and tempo 
connected with them. Two part singing. Individual singing 
and written work. 

GRADE 6. 


Position of sharps and flats in the signature. Theory of the 
use of the five chromatic characters in writing. Singing of 
scale tones to remote chromatic tones. The fourth principle in 
time, three tones to a beat, represented by three eighth notes 
(triplet). Also second form of the triplet. Theory of com- 
pound time. The principle in time represented by four six- 
teenth notes, also the rhythm represented by dotted eighth and 
sixteenth notes. Song interpretation. Individual singing and 
written work. ; 

. GRADE 7. 

Thorough review. Syncopation — Interpretation of songs. 
All common words and marks of expression should be thorough- 
ly understood. Three part singing. Individual and written 
work, 

GRADE 8. 

The bass clef. How to read the tenor part. In time, re- 
view. Interpretation of songs. Sight reading with words. 
Three or four part singing. Possibly some history and biog- 
raphy. Possibly some elementary harmony. Individual sing- 
ing and written work. 

GRADE 9g. 

Interpretation of songs. Four part singing. Sight reading 
with words. Elementary harmony. History, biography, and 
form. Individual singing and written work. 

I wish to here make acknowledgment of the interest and co- 
operation of the superintendent, the School Board, and the 
teachers of the town.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Your committee chosen at the last annual school meeting to 
have-in charge the repairs of the old, or the installation of a 
new, heating plant, report as follows: The advise of O.S. 
Kendall & Son of Worcester, Mass., was obtained, and they 
advised the installation of an entirely new heating and ventil- 
ating system. Plans and specifications were made by their en- 
gineer, Mr. S. A. Norcross, and the work was done under his 
supervision. The contract was awarded Parkhurst Brothers of 
this town. We believe both engineer and contractor have ren- 
dered faithful service. 

We advised the raising of the floor in the boys’ urinal to 
make better drainage. The engineer advises the closing off, 
by partition and door, of the stairway leading from the boys’ 
sanitaries to the first floor, to protect the closets and return 
pipes of the heating system from freezing. He also advises 
the refitting of the windows all over the building for the better 
working of the heating and ventilating system. 

The amount expended by us for the heating and ventilating 
system, less the amount received for old iron, is $4,420.79. 
There is outstanding a bill of $3.04 due George W. Farrar & 
Son on last year’s account and a note due the Peterborough 
Savings Bank for $1,750, signed by the School Board and your 
committee, on which interest is due from January first, 1908.
